That was a common cxpecta- 
tion, bug here is anothor figure on tho 
calendar and still the struggle goes: on, 
and the only certain thing is: that on 
our-side we could not abandon it at tho 
present stage without infidelity to the 
past and treachery'to the future. 
HONGKONG CRITICISM DEPRECATED. * 


. The enemy hag been’ putting out feelors | 


after peace, but, much 26 some of us 
would do to put a stop to the strife and 
slaughter, we cannot but acquiesce in the 
unhesitating decision of the Allied Gov- 
‘ernments to reject these peremptorily. 1 
always feel that we here in Hongkong 
ought not to make free with big and 
brave words on this subject, because it 
is not on os personally that it falls to 
make them good. I do not in the least 
insinuate that wo are 2 Colony of 
skulkers: or shirkers or anything of that 
kind... As far ag one can judge, there 
can be:but very few men here whoso 
duty really lies in the :trenches. But 
the fact. remains—and who can help being 
keenly consciong of itj—that we here, 
comparatively speaking, scarcely know 
there is a war at all. Some of us area 
past ‘the age, or are otherwise ineligible 
for military service, and I feel, for one, 
that it is hardly for us to say much 
abou, what ‘‘ we ’—meaning our country 
in the pereong of its youth and strength 
—are prepared to do in the way of de- 
terminatiow and sacrifice, I hope and 
believe that if the lot-had fallen upon 
us we should have accepted -it. without 
grudging; that if the war had’ broken 
out ten years earlior, and‘ our duty had 
not lain in special service in this out- 
post of the Empire, we should not. have 
held. back from the risking of life, health, 
fortune—all that is. now being ventured 
by other ‘atthe call of necd-and ‘honour. 
It: was not ordered so, and here, there-’ 
fore, for the time, is our place of duty. 
Thot is as ‘it is; but forall that I feel 
that for the rest of my life I must take 
a second place—and » long second—after 
every mean who has put his own life in 
per , borne the actual brunt of the battle 
by land or sea (or at least offered to bear 
it); endured the dire herdships, faced 
the frightful shock and the gruesomy 
horror. near at hand of. the desperate, 
fiery trial’ which we only read of as a 
contest. at a far distance, whose outcome 
we keep assuring ourselves . will be. in 
“our favour,‘ though not by our efforts 
except in.a very small and: indirect de- 
gree, Tf any should he cager. to see an 
end of the struggle: it should be we who 


scarcely share it. 
PEACE OUT OF THE QUESTION. - 


And yet, as I said, we are bound to 
approve the decision. that the struggle 
|must Go on.. Peace is-out of the question 
so long as such an -enemy poses as the 
conqueror. -Not until it were able to 
resist no longer dare any nation with 
self-respect or any regard for the future 
of the world make terms, which at this 
stage would suit .the brutal, - bestial, 
heartless horde which has outraged every. 
law of God and eet at naught every con- 
vention of civilistition, counting nothing 
wrong Which may gain it’s point, and 
nothing right which stands in its way? 

uch is the .Tenton crime. against 
humanity—the original crime of bringing 
on war, ontdistanced by .the: delibe- 
rately applied barbarism with which it| 
has been maintained. eos : 


THE DUTY OF NEUTMAL NATIONS. 


It is high'time the neutral nations 
spoke their mind—if they have a min 
on these matters. What is the. use of 
transmitting peace proposals—which, b 
the way, are no proposals—when all 
mankind -is threatened with a recrudes- 
cence of every sinful tyranny which’ dis- 
graced the worst ages of the world, and 
at this stage would mean_ its 
triumph? We cannot legislate for them, 
but we can and should ask ourselves 
what we are going to do in this New 
Year, which finds. the great cause still 
far from victory. Our new Prime Minis- 
ter, praising our. new Arthies. and ne 
‘pealing to our. historic’ past, said the 
other. day that ‘our encmies had forgot- 
ten what we. wete. like in the old ‘days, 
but will never forget it after this. war.

At the samo time, their wives, children, 
and aged fathers carry on in tho ‘fields 
with inadequate labour resources o.work 
which is oqually necessary for victory, 
while profits continuo to diminish with 
tho increasing cost of manures and other 
raw materials,- But thoy bave confidence 
in tho future, and’a wise Adniinistration 
has done its best to lessen their difficulties 
and add to the efficiency of thoir efforts 
to till the soil they love so. well. 


CO-OPERATIVE MACHINES. 


Mechanical cultivation is -rapidly 
gpreading. Where tho forms.are too small 
for - individuals to. buy tractors, the 
Ministry of Agriculture encourages the 
formation ‘of-‘co-dperative yocicties for 
their collective purchase and use, and 
grants by way of subsidy one-third of tho 
cost of the outfit purehased. Occasionally 
‘a commune assisted by a similar subsidy, 
or a loan from the Council-General of the 
department, or both, buys a tractor and 
plough and hires them out to. the local 
farmors, who pay, perhaps, £1 por acre 
for the work done, while the commune 
provides the skilled labour and pays all 
Tunning ‘expenses, In the case of one, 
such municipal tractor that J saw, the 
skilled labour consisted of one man who 
had lost o leg at the ankle in the war, 
With the help ‘of, his “machine - this 
mutilated. man’ was doing tho work of 
four’ men’ and-six horsés: “> is 

-Prigonorg ‘of ‘war have- been placed. at 
the « disposal. of the rura] communes,. 
whose mayors ‘distribute them among the 


‘different farmers‘ who require their. ser- 


vices. -In one department. I found 600 
thus: employed, in another 800, in ‘au- 
other 700, and so on, “In. busy seasons the 
military authorities sead a Jarge number 


‘of soldiers ‘to take part in agricultural 


operations, In one, department .alone, 
from October Ist, 1915, to. August i0th, 
1916, 303,890 days’ work was thus given 
to agriculture, and if we reckon at 5f. 
(48.) _per day the wealth thus produced 
we can sce that it amounts to a con- 
siderable sum, That this policy. has not 
impaired military efficiency the. battle- 
fields of Yerdun and the Somme bear. 
eloquent testimony. : . 

The principle that everything must be 
subordinated tothe genera] ‘interest has 
been applied -in every department of 
the national life, and has'been accepted 
as a matter of. course by the people. . If 
soldiers unload railway trucks or thresh 
corn the Minister of War docs not:have 
to beg pardon from an irate trade union 
deputation. : 

COMPULSORY TILLAGE, 


Committees of agricultural. action, 
containing all that--is left of the more 
intelligent and enterprising . farmers, 
have been constituted in each rural com- 
mune to direct its whole agricultura} 
policy. A law. bas practically heon passed 
and will shortly. be promulgated giving 
to the munieipslities the right to re- 
quisition, if necessary, unoultivated land 
and have it cultivated under.the super- 
vision of these committees. Its full 
rigour will only be directed against the 
infinitesimal ‘minority who have failed 
to do their’ duty in this matter,’ and 
solitary women or the mobilized owzers 
of deserted.farms, where such exist, will 
be only too glad to have their land culti- 
vated on these or any conditions; but 
even if.very few attempts at compulsory 
cultivation are actually made, the moral 
effect: of euch a Inw will be most salutary. 

The Ministry of Agriculture is anxious 
for “the immediate future of French 
agriculture; it is precisely because it 
‘realizes at once the difficulties and the 
ehormous importance of . its taak, and 
becatise it has hitherto been active, in- 
telligent,' and successful’ in. combating 
theag’ difficulties.that ‘the-present writer 
regards the prospect with equanimity. 
AE the cost of living ‘had increased very 
seriously, it would have been reflected in 
my hétel bill, pnd I have fared sumptu- 
ously. in. the provinces. on less than 7: 
1. a-day en pension, In the wheat- 
growing eee of France I have seen 
lots of stubbl@ end :ploughed Iand, but 
scarcely any: land lying fallow, French 
wheat was sold in Bordeaux on’ ‘August 
29th Jast for 3tf. (27s, 2hd.) 2 quintal, 
and on the same day the 
equal-amount: of wheat on the London 
tmarket- was the equivalent - of ° 41:19, 
(nearly one-fourth of which was repre- 
sented by freight charges). Normally the 
French grow nearly enough wheat” to 
themselyes,, and ‘production has 
fallen off very little even during the war, 
yet the yield of wheat per acre is roughly 
twice as great in Great Britain and 
Treland, as. in. France.” This-is prima 
facie - evidence ‘that. our. neglect of 
agriculture ‘in the past’ was not only 
bad statestnanship; but bad basiness.
